resigned yesterday as vice president 
of Standard Oil of New Jersey, was 
pointed to authoritatively today. as 
the man who will enforce. oil produc- 
tion control. 

He quit his $100,000-a-year job 
yesterday because of a disagreement 
between himself and other officials 
over President Roosevelt’s oil policies. 

From Hyde Park. where the chief 
executive rested over the week-end, 


came word that the administration 
had not been satisfied with the atti- 
tude of some officers of the New Jer- 
sey company, of which Walter C. 
Teagle is president and W. S. Farish 
chairman of the board. 

There is real concern in the admin- 
istration over the activities of the oil 
business and some fears of another 
amalgamation Of the larger units into 
one all-controlling force. As a result, 
Mr. Roosevelt is watching the situa- 
tion very closely. 

At Odds With Moffett. 

Teagle, chairman of the advisory 
committee aiding Hugh 8S. Johnson, 
and the industrial administration, and 
Farish have been at odds with Mof- 
fett, who was senior vice president 
of the company. opposing Moffett’s 
view that the government should su- 
pervise the oil industry and its prices. 

Moffett resigned yesterday after 
Teagle had told him he either would 
have to resign from the company or 
reject an offer of appointment to the 
Johnson advisory committee.

Later on projects of a more 
general nature will be studied. The 
Georgia board, consisting of Ryburn 
Clay, Atlanta banker; Arthur Lucas, 
Atlanta businessman, and Thomas J. 
Hamilton, editor of the Augusta 
Chronicle, is not expected to get fully 
under way in its deliberations until 
a technical expert is assigned the 
body from Washington. ‘The latest 
information available is that the ex- 
pert to be assigned the Georgia board 
will not come from Georgia but from 
some other state. In hitting upon 
this course of action officials here 
are seeking to avoid having too much 
local influence enter into the recom- 
mendations of the state board. 

It will be the duty of the technical 
expert, who will be an experienced 
engineer or other person with a back- 
ground -of construction training, to 
advise with the state board and guide 
it in recommending only those proj- 
ects which have merit. By having an 
outsider, instead of a local man as- 
signed to this work officials believe 
he would be less susceptible to pres- 
sure. What the national board here 
wants to prevent as far as possible 
is the recommendation by state boards 


of too many projects for final con- 
| sideration in Washington. 


Expecta- 
_tions are, of course, that a flood of 
applications will be forthcoming at 
once, many of them destined to be 
turned down in Washington even 
though passing the hurdle of the state 
board. The purpose of the _ state 
boards, it has been pointed out, is to 
exercise a weeding process against 
undesirable projects. 

As Secretary Ickes has put it, the 
state boards will be expected to say 
“no” as well as “

boards will be instructed to adopt a 
general policy of denying funds for 
improving county, municipal and 
state school systems.

ARGENTINA OFFERS 
NARCOTIC PUZZLE 


League Seeks To Learn 
What Nation Does With 
Coca Leaves. 


. 


we 


GENEVA, July 29—(U.P.)—The 
Central Opium Board of the League 
of Nations is anxious to ktiow why 
Argentina, except for Japan and 
Formosa, is the world’s largest im- 
porter of coca leaves, a South Ameri- 
can plant from which cocaine is made. 

The board’s statistics show that Bo- 
livia is the world’s principal produc- 
er of ‘coca leayes. Its production 1s 
estimated at more than 2,000 tons 
annually. 

Almost all the Bolivian export 
goes to Argentine. The quantity im- 
ported into Argentine is more than 
the total import of coca leaves by 
countries manufacturing cocaine, with 
the exception of Japan and Formosa. 

But as Argentine is neither an 
exporter or manufacturer of cocaine, 
the League is interested to know what 
happens to the dangerous leaves. From 
private communications they are con- 
vinced the leaves are chewed by the 
population, or mixed with mate in 
small quantities. eee 

The League has been experiencing 
considerable diffculty in obtaining re- 
liable statistics regarding the: use of 
narcoti¢és in South America because 
many South American nations have 
not ratified the Geneva Convention of 
1925 


It has found, however, that there 
is a negligible amount of dangerous 
drugs imported into South America. 
Its concern is chiefly. with the pro- 
duction and consumption of coca 
leaves. Obviously, the League would 


allow them to be treated chemically 
to make cocaine for export.

HAVANA, Cuba, July 29.—We were sitting in the Ameri- 
can Club. If was quiet and cool. The scars on the entrance 
have all been obliterated. Someone carelessly went away and_| 
left a bomb hanging on the mail box a few days ago. |

hangs over the bar. Life goes on. The bomb was just a 
protest. Someone didn’t care for something and left his call- 
ing card. 

A young Cuban boy went by, barefooted, his shirt 
entirely out of his pants. One sees a lot of them worn 

in that fashion. 

“Rus in urbe,”’ said the gentleman with whom | was talking. 

“How come?” asked this correspondent. 
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_ 
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“Well,” said the gentleman, “it was this way. Back 
in 1902 and thereabouts when the late Major General : 
Wood was military supervisor of Cuba, he issued a com- 
mand that everyone appearing in public must wear a 
coat. 

“But he did not say what sort of,a coat. He simply did 
not want the visitors to Cuba to think that the populace was 
one which went around in its shirt sleeves without one suit of 
clothes to its credit. 

“But he did not say what the coat should be. When 
the soldiers in the rural districts announced the new law 
the people made themselves a coat out of a shirt. They 
added pockets and called it a “‘guayabera,”” which means 


a coat-shirt. | 

“In the city the poor people, with no one to fix up their | 
shirts, simply pulled the shirttail out of their pants and, voila, 
there was the coat. 

“Governor Wood never rescinded the rule. And 
today the natives refer to the coat as “La Americana,” 
and to be seen on the street without one’s coat is an | 
open admission that one is just a hopeless bum, a no- | 
body who has lost all sense of decency. The boy you | 
just saw was in from the country and didn’t want the 
city folks to think him a bum.

The drawings are public and the actual drawing is done | 

by orphans from the home which is sustained in part | 

by the lottery. 

For the 15 cents one may win 4s little as 50 cents or as 
much as $700. Or, of course, he may win nothing at all. 

But think of the effect. Everyone in Cuba plays 

the lottery. Which means that practically everyone in 
Cuba is in a most pleasant frame of mind from week 
to week. There is always the prospect of immediate 
wealth. And the prospect of immediate wealth keeps 
one in an excellent frame of mind. The Cuban who 
spends as little as 15 cents knows that next Sunday he 
may be worth $700.

Last year, however, her income dropped off. Some of her room- 
ers lost their jobs and got behind with the rent. She collected last 
year a total of $371.

He is willing to pay 
his part and he pays all that the law requires. No one expects him 


- to pay more.

Mrs. A. W. Voight Gives Highlights 
Of National W.C. 


T.U. Convention 


By M. FRANCES MEADORS 
BURGHARD, of Macon, 
State W. C. T. U. Editor. 

Never has there been held a con- 
vention of the National W. C. T. U. 
in which there was more strongly 
manifested the indomitable spirit of 
the women to “carry on,” to hold the 
eighteenth amendment if at all pos- 
sible, and should repeal be successful, 
to begin the fight all over again, with 
absolute confidence that in the end 
right will triumph, than the reports 
of the recent fifty-ninth annual con- 
vention of the organization in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., show. 

Convention headquarters was 
thronged with W. C. T. U. women 
from all parts of the country, and 
delegates came from foreign lands. In 
view of the financial calamities that 
have depleted pocketbooks the repre- 
sentation was most gratifying. 

Mrs. Andrew W. Voight, a Georgia 
delegate, made an interesting report 
at the Macon W. C. T. U. meeting 
Friday afternoon at Mulberry Street 
Methodist church, from which the fol- 
lowing facts are taken. 

Mrs. George Watson presided at 
the meeting. She said that the W. C. 
T. U. organized long before the eight- 
eenth amendment: was enacted had 
as the object of its activities “the 
triumph of Christ’s Golden Rule in 
custom and in law,” and to attain 
that objective the liquor traffic is 
one of the things which will have to 
be abolished, and that the W. C. T. 
J. will continue to work “for the 
cause that needs assistance, for the 
wrong that needs resistance. And the 
good that they can do—,” that in the 
future as in the past the work of the 
W. Cc. T. U. will continue, daughter 
taking it up when mother has to lay 
it down. 

Dr. E. F. Campbell, pastor of the 
Tattnall Square Baptist church, led 


the devotions, reading the “Love Chap- 


ter,” 13th of Corinthians, and stress- 
ing two words, prayer and love, stat- 
ing that with those two all. good 
things could be gained. He urged the 
increased use of these two powerful 
means in combating the liquor traffic 
—more love for God and more love 
for humanity, more fervent prayer. 
Miss Sarah Eubanks sang “My Task.” 
Mrs. — Waters was her accom- 
panist 

Miss Ruth Allen read the resolu- 
tions adopted at the national conven- 
tion, which were published in this 
column last Sunday. 

Mrs. Hattie Wilder Gibson read 
the recommendations of Mrs. Boole, 
the retiring president of the National 
W. C. T. U. They are practical work- 
ing plans to agitate, educate and or- 
ganize—plans for finance, increase of 
membership, increase subscribers to 
the Union Signal and the Young Cru- 
sader, the official publications. ‘““That 
in the interest of health, efficiency, 
publie safety and good citizenship, we 
stress a campaign of education to pro- 
mote voluntary total abstinence. That 
we urge the renewal of pledge-sign- 
ing among all groups of people com- 
mitted to social welfare. 

“That. each local union ask its 
members and the influential women of 
the community to appeal personally 
to the stores which they patronize, 
asking them not to obtain licenses for 
the sale of beer, and that our mem- 
bers be urged to give preference to 
dealers, corporations and institutions 
who refuse to share in the profits of 
the liquor business. 

“That we make a special plea to 
women in the home, to social leaders 
and to people in public life to serve 
non-aleoholie fruit drinks at social 
functions. Example is more powerful 
than precept and example is a great 
educator.” 

In reporting the 
Voight told of the 


meeting Mrs. 
sacred opening 


service which seemed fraught with 
gteater significance than at other 
meetings. The company sung in uni- 
son “Faith of Our Fathers,” “My 
Faith Looks Up to Thee,” and “How 
Firm a Foundation,” and Mrs. Boole 
voiced the thought in every heart 
when she prayed, in the opening sup- 
plication, “We are met here under 
circumstances that would be disquiet 
ing were it not for our faith in God. 
May we have a baptism of the same 
Holy Spirit that baptized our crusade 
mothers when they faced the seem- 
ingly impossible.” 

Mrs. D. M. Healey, the Milwaukee 
hostess, ahd her 28 efficient commit- 
tees added to the pleasure of all 
guests. The chairm¥n were given ap 
ovation when presented at the close 
of the convention. 

In the course of her welcome ad- 
dress, Mrs. Mildred Hopkins, presi- 
dent of the Wisconsin W. C. 
took occasion to say: “W hen the con- 
vention met here in 1911 we had the 
saloons; now we have taverns, the 
result:of the new deal. They said the 
taverns would do away with the boot- 
legger. and we have the breweries 
that they said would give employ- 
ment to thousands. But we still have 
the bootleggers and we still have un- 
employment, and our budget is still 
unbalanced. No, beer is not the 
panacea it was said to be.” 

Miss Verna Marie Koppelin, as- 
sistant young people's branch of the 
Wisconsin W. C. T. U., made a 
speech of welcome for the young peo- 
ple. She is in her second year at the 
University of Wisconsin law school. 
She said, “I am merely a representa- 
tive of thousands of other young peo- 
ple when I say that I firmly believe | 
in prohibition, not because I think it |

tudy Programs for Federated Clubs|Mr. Harrison Gives Interview 


Considered of Vital Importance 


The study program is the reason 
for the existence of the woman's 
club; it is the lure to club member- 
ship; it is responsible for the sur- 
vival of the club movement as it is 
known in state and national groups 
called the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs.” Programs embodying federa- 
tion objectives have trained clubwom- 
en of “these United States” in uni- 
fied thought. Federation objectives 
having a national scope have been so 
wisely correlated that more than two 
million organized women of the na- 
tion are thinking as a unit of their 
personal responsibility for the pres- 


ervation of the ideals and institutions | 


of that nation, and are prepared for 
unity of action in emergencies. 

To be a vital factor in a community, 
a club need only have a program that 
is definite in its purpose, that touches 
upon live issues, that invites intelli- 
gent discussion and that is shared 
with the public through well directed 
publicity. General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs maintains at its headquar- 
ters, 1734 N street, N. W., Washing- 
ton, D. C., a elub service department 
for the use of clubwomen in 
ning their programs and other federa- 
tion activities. In connection with the 
study subject, “Know Your Own 
United States,” Mrs. Grace Morrison 
Poole, president G. F. W. C., states: 
“The General Federation from its re- 
search department can provide all ma- 
terial necessary for developing such a 
program.” Cost of service, postage. 
Other service agencies are state fed- 
eration headquarters, libraries and ex- 
tension division of state university. 

While this service helps with con- 
tents of the club year al it can- 
not take into consideration the execu- 
tion of the program, the contributions 
of individual members, or the final 
value of the study to the club and

This 
is written to stimulate thought along 
the line of program building which 
will result in a greater number of 
programs built with a definite pur- 
pose in view. Programs that will give 
the individual clubwoman the infor- 
mation she needs as wife, mother, 
homemaker and citizen. A unified pro- 
gram that will be an incentive to in- 
terested, individual study and to in- 
telligent general discussion is this one 
upon home-making.

On Student Aid Foundation 


By MRS. E. K., LARGE, 
Of Atlanta, Executive Secretary of 
Student Aid Foundation. 
As stated in the foregoing article. 
“The First Four Years of Student 


ZADOCK D. HARRISON. 


Aid,” the work of this educational 
project slowly but surely grew in the 
interest it created, in the loans it 
effected, and in the fund it had at 
its command. It was at the end of 
these first four years that the ad- 
ministration of the student aid fund 
was taken over by student aid foun- 
dation. 

The writer of this series, notwith- 
standing that for the past five years 
she has been executive secretary of the 
student aid committee, yet felt she 
knew almost nothing of what led to 
the creation of the foundation and py 
what steps it had achieved its present 
effective organization. But, happily, 
she did know where to go to supple- 
ment her information; she went to 
Z. VD. Harrison, charter member oi 
the foundation, for the facts. 

All that follows, therefore, is in 
substance, what Mr. Harrison said, 
given without quotation marks and. 
unfortunately, without the charm of 
his gracious personality and _ fine 
courtesy of manner; but given with 
an eye single to preserve his careful 
exactitude of statement, so that the 
account as here set down may be ac- 
cepted as authentic. 

Comes Into Being. 

Student eid foundation, then, came 
into being to assist the student aid 
committee in the administration of its 
funds. As far back as 1912 Mrs. 
Wey, as chairman of the student aid 
committee, had begun to feel an un- 
willingness to be financially respon- 
sible for a fund which she foresaw 
would be constantly increasing. Hence 
it was acting upon Mrs. Wey’s sug- 
gestion that her committee in the fail 


of that year asked the state federa-’ 


tion to appoint for it a board of di- 
rectors. With the request went a list 
of five persons, two women and three 
men, who were to constitute the pro- 
posed board. Responding to the com- 
mittee’s request the president of the 
federation, Mrs. H. C. White, appoint- 
el the board and approved the selec- 
tion of directors. The directors 
named were as follows: Mrs. H. B. 
Wey, Mrs. Edward T. Brown, Hugh 
Willet, David Woodward and Z. D. 
Harrison. 

No sooner had this board begun to 
function that the necessity was ap- 
parent that it become a corporation. 
The student aid enterprise must have 
a legal status; there must be a cor- 
porate entity that could be held re- 
sponsible for whatever funds might 
accrue. Therefore, a charter was 
applied for, the corporation to be 
known as the Student Aid Founda- 

. The charter was granted May 
2, 1913, and formally adopted at a 
meeting of the incorporators on De- 
cember 10, 1913. At this December 


meeting a committee was appointed | 
to draw up a code of by-laws for the |

next meeting, January 19, 1914, the 
by-laws were presented and adopted 
and these same by-laws, with some 
few additions, still hold as the laws 
of the Student Aid Foundation. 


Under the charter, the board of di- 
rectors became a_ self-perpetuating 
board of trustees, which board, by a 
provision in the by-laws, might at any 
time be increased to the number of 
eighteen. At this January meeting 
three names were added to the board: 
Messrs. Alonzo Richardson, Robert 8. 
Parker and Porter Langston. After 
these additions were effected, 
election of officers was as follows: 
Mrs. H. B. Wey, president; H. M. 
Willet, vice president; Robert Parker, 
secretaary, and Alonzo Richardson, 
treasurer. Further, the by-laws pro- 
vided that there should be an execu- 
tive committee to administer the fi- 
nances of the corporation. Appointed 
on this committee were Messrs. David 
Woodward, Porter Langston and Z. 
D. Harrison. With the appointment 


of this committee, the organization of. 


the Student Aid foundation was com- 
plete, 

It is interesting to note that at 
this first official meeting of the trus- 
tees of Student Aid foundation, the 
first large gift to the work was an- 
nounced. The Emily Hendree Park 
memorial, already established in Stu- 
dent Aid, amounted at this time to 
something over $500. Mr. Harrison 
announced that the sisters and nieces 
of Mrs. Park would raise the memo- 
rial to $5,000. This gift more than 
doubled what was then the whole fund 
of Student Aid. This helped to cre- 
ate a working capital, which in the 
course of 20 years, added to by other 
gifts and memorials, has increased. 
under the wise management of the 
board of trustees, until today the Stu- 
dent Aid fund has reached a total of 
over $60.000. 

Policies and Investments. 

The trustees of the foundation have 
always confined themselves to the 
financial policies and investments of 
Student Aid, since smatters involved 
in the making of loans to girls are in 
the hands of the committee. Mrs. 
Wey, as president of the foundation 
and chairman of the committee, was 
the moving force behind the whole 
undertaking. She was, indeed, as Mr. 
Harrison well said, 
foundation just as she was the soul 
of the committee.

He spoke of the contagion 
of her enthusiasm and told how she 
would sometimes bring to board meet- 
ings letters from Student Aid girls 
and how, listening to these letters, the 
trustees unconsciously came to adopt 
Mrs. Wey’s phrase, “our girls,” and 
to feel that their work as a founda- 
tion was something alive, personal, 
human, eminently worth while. 

In speaking of Mrs. Wey’s inesti- 


mable contribution to Student Aid,’ 


Mr. Harrison went on to say ‘that 
Mrs. Wey was so cautious in asking 
either money or service from anyone 
that it made each more anxjous to 
give both in money and service. She 
herself gave everything and accepted 
nothing. ‘The trustees were anxious 
to give her secretarial aid to relieve 
her of the many letters which neces- 
sarily had to be written, but she al- 
ways refused, knowing that this ar- 
rangement would cut by just so much 
the available loan fund. From every- 
thing Mr. Harrison said, it was evi- 
dent that the trustees highly appre- 
ciated Mrs. Wey and that so long as 
she lived they had existed as a foun- 
dation to do what Mrs. Wey wanted 
done. 

And in closing the interview Mr. 
Harrison stated that it is as the agent 
of Student Aid committee of the state 
federatioh in its work of helping 
Georgia girls to a higher education 
that the Student Aid foundation ex- 
ists today. Its object is make secure 
that work and carry it forward to an 
even larger fruition. 


Mrs. Poole Discussed 
Need of Women’s 
Clubs at Institute 


Mrs. Grace Morrison Poole, presi- 
dent of General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, in discussing the need for 
women’s clubs, said: “If I had ever 
doubted the need of women’s clubs, a 
recent experience dispelled that 
doubt.” In a talk at club institute at 
Athens, Mrs. Poole told of a trip to 
Alderson, W. Va., where a few years 
ago was built the only Federal prison 
fer women in this country, and for 
which the general federation played 
a prominent part in creating public 
sentiment in favor of stich an insti- 
tution. 

There are gathered in that beauti- 
ful section of West Virginia about 
400 women from every state in the 
Union, ranging in ages from 18 to 80. 
Crimes for which they are there are 
largely narcotic and liquor violations 
of the laws, together with counter- 
feiting, misuse of the mails and more 
serious crimes. Mrs. Poole stated 
that only the accident of heredity 
and environment saved many others 
from being among that number. 
Heredity is mainly a matter of good 
fortune, she said; environment the 
result of good home makers. 

There is no question but that the 
mentally and physically handicapped 
of this world bring not simply misery 
and sorrow upon’ themselves, but 
upon society at large as well. We 
may not attack the subject of hered- 
ity right now, but environment is a 
different story. We can have a better 
physical, material, political and spir- 
itual world if we want it, all depend- 
ent upon our alertness to the evils 
preventing its attainment and our 
willingness to stay with the problems 
until they aproach solution. Many 
of the tools are close at hand in the 
women’s clubs of our communities. 
Don’t let them rust from disuse. 

Telling of an address at a com- 
mencement at a girls’ college, Mrs. 
Poole said: “As 1 faced that group 
of splendid American womanhood, I 
felt that instead of giving them a 
philosophy of life I should spend my 
time apologizing for the world they 
were entering. We like to tell of the 
golden age of tomorrow’ with the 
superdeveloped generation to enjoy 
it, but we seem little inclined to make 
it the golden age of today. Every so 
often that door of achievement opens 
a crack. I believe that is so at the 
present time. Certainly a few of those 
in high authority seem to have caught 
the vision and they are looking to 
us who talk so glibly with our lips 
to catch that, vision also and convert

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| BOOK REVIEWS IN TABLOID 


Only the serious young poets find 
the courage and honesty necessary to 
write our simple stories of love— 
these purely related tales of men and 
women whd actually breathe in words 
life as it is found in the streets of 
cities, between tall rows of corn and 
in the midnight hours of human con- 
fession. 7 

It would be careless to say that 
only a poet could have written “Once 
Again in Chicago,” but it is ac- 
curate to say that only a poet would 
have written it. 

In her first volume of prose, Min- 
nie Hite Moody, a young Atlanta poet 
who knows the plains and sand dunes 
of the midwest as well as she knows 
Peachtree street, found something 
ineffably sweet—something that 
breathes that greatest quality a 
writer may possess, simplicity. She 
must have poured the thoughts of 
countless days and the hours of many 


meditative nights into the strangely | 


appealing story. 

Though the plot does not matter, so 
beautifully sincere and caudid is the 
book, with words dropping into nat- 
ural places as a ratchet fits its 
notch, still it sounds a new note in a 
brave success of writing. The tragedy 
of a young and thwarted love which 
blossomed at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion 40 years ago, forms the theme of 
a tale that finds a strange, yet nat- 
ural ending, in this year of 1933 at 
the Century of Progress exposition in 
Chicago. 

It is more than a feeling that this 
book will live for some time. It is a 
conviction found in reading and re- 
reading. Only the tales of life and 
death and wind and rain could ever 
find words to form subtle cadences of 
thought and motion such as are found 
in Minnie Hite Moody’s “Once Again 
in Chicago.” 

If one were to read the book with- 
out knowing anything of the author, 
there would be a certainty of convic- 
tion that she is maturer in years than 
is actually the case. Just turned 30, 
Mrs. Moody indicates an understand- 
ing of life, rich in experience. So 
neatly woven are her phrases they fail 
to jar the reader as might be expected 
because of their frequent abruptness. 

Minnie Hite Moody’s knowledge of 
life and human nature goes beyond 
the mere ability to relate a story. In 
her first novel, I believe, she imag- 
ined the beauty of young love, solved 
its puzzle with candid grace, and 
projected herself into the wrinkled 
future to make an almost actual rec- 
reation. Only those writers who live 
their words, thrust their hearts into 
mazes of feeling and clasp life’s prick- 
ly head in their arms may expect to 
produce what this young Atlanta wom- 
an.made with emotion and humor. 

Her humor is as fresh as the moist 
dirt between the rows of corn she 
hears rustling, always and always. 
Only a genius of whimsy could have 
said, “If time were to stop right now, 
it would catch Jane with a chicken 
half picked, as sure as the world.” 
Company never came, nor accidents 
ever happened, that Jane was any: 
where but in the washhouse with a 
chicken half picked.” 

The only credible fault—if one 
could be so_ straightlaced as to name 
it—-is the writer’s inclination to create 
a sophistication a bit too heavy for 
the simple folk she created. One can- 
not evade a vagrant thought’ that 
here are two college professors mas- 
querading as farmers. 

But never mind—the philosophical 
conversation between Mattie and 
Henry is as accurate as life. No mat- 
ter if their words indicate an exag- 
gerated felicity. They also reveal the 
erudition of the writer in an honesty 
that cannot be submerged. 

“The plot?”’—it doesn’t matter. Too 
many good plots and bold climaxes 
end in interest with one reading. I 
found the book more delightful in a 
second reading and when [ finish 
it the third time, 1 expect to like it 
even more.

The United States census for 1930 
tells us some very interesting things 
about the expenditures of negroes in 
the city of Atlanta. We find thag 


the total purchasing power of the 90),- 
075 hegroes is $31,256,025. Of that 
27.2 per cent or $8,501,369 are spent 
for food. For clothing 14.9 per cent 
or $4,657,148 are spent. The $1,469,- 
033 spent for fuel and light repre- 
sents 4.7 per cent of his purchasing 
power; and to his household furnish. 
ings go 1.4 per cent or $437,584, 

In keeping with the above, from an 
excerpt from the United States De- 
partment of Labor Review on the 
Washington conference on the eco 
nomic status of the negro, we quote 
the following: 

“A conference on the economie 
Status of the negro was held in Wash- 
ington May 11 to 13, 1933, under the 
auspices of the Julius Rosenwald 
Fund, with an attendance largely of 
economists and sociologists, both cole 
ored and white, from all parts of the 
country, Beginning with a discussion 
of the population and occupational 
trends of the negro from 1890 to 
1930, the conference considered the 
relation of the negro to unemployment 
in the various industries in which he 
has established himself, the human 
factors in the displacement and ree 
employment of negro workers, the fu- 
ture of the negro in America, the ef- 
fect of the depression upon his Po» 
sition in the south, the agricultural ” 
outlook, the social needs of negro chil. 
dren, the effect of present conditions 
upon the employment of negro women 
and upon the family, the adjustments 
and co-operation needed in the rela- 
tion of credit agencies to the negro 
farmer, whether owner, tenant oF 
share-cropper, the economic status of 
the negro in business and the profes- 
sions, race relations and economics, 
the role of the small southern farm 
in any future land utilization pro- 
gram, and the next steps called for 
both to meet the immediate emergen- 
cy and to prepare a long-term plan 
of advancement. Several of these 
topics were treated by more than one 
speaker, and some of them roused con- 
siderable discussion as to what present 
conditions imply and how they can best 
be met. The program was such a full 
and varied one that the “findings 
committee,” appointed to sum up its 
results was obliged to postpone itg re-. 
port until it should have had time to 
consider the papers and discussions 
more fully. In passing, it may 
noted that to a very marked degrea 
the papers and addressés presented 
had a factual basis. Sweeping gen- 
eralizations were lacking, and in their 
place were careful statistical studies 
to support the assertions as to the 
past or hopes for the future. Although 
no final summing up was presented, 
there was rather general agreement: 
on some salient features. 

“However, the fact that the race is 
still largely engaged in two of the 
great occupational groups which have 
suffered severely, agriculture and do- 
mestic and personal service, has Jed 
to a larger amount of unemployment 
among the colored than among whites 
and has forced them to appear in.dis- 
proportionate numbers among. the 
seekers of relief. Negro women, in 
particular, have been hard hit by un- 
employment beeause of the extent to 
which they have been engaged in 
household service, a kind of work in 
which more easily and quickly than 
in almost any other an employer may 
retrench when income falls off. Among 
the negroes it is not uncommon for 
married women to be gainfully em- 
ployed so that their unemployment is 
at once reflected in the family  in- 
come, Consequently, the negro family 
is under a greater strain, and there ig 
danger of its serious disorganization. 
The social needs of negro children, the 
unemployment of the women as weil 
as of the men, and the stresses thrown 
upon the family were brought out ag 
interrelated factors, as well as mate 


“It was urged that, industrially and 
professionally, better and more abun- 
dant opportunities for education and 
training are desirable. Vocational 
training should be advanced, and vo- 
cational counselors should consider it 
a fundamental part of their work to 
induce employers to give the necro 
students a chance to enter the cail- 
ings for which they were preparing 
themselves. 

“The conference closed on a note 
of hopefulness. Edwin R. Embree, 
president of the Julius Rosenwald 
Fund, pointed out that the potential 
buying power of the negro offers busi- 
ness a new and important opportunity. 
‘An increase in employment and of 
standards of living among negroes 
would increase the buying power of 
the country by more than the total 
amount of our present exports. The 
greatest undeveloped market for Amers 
ican goods is the 12,000,000 negroed 
in our midst.’”

Your picture can include 
such modest claimants to culture as migratory 
tribesmen of the vast Asian plains, naked In- 
dians of interior South America, Zulus of the 
South African veldt, and brown Malays of the 
East Indies. 

All these peoples, and many others in be- 
tween, had their native tipples long before the 
white man brought them firewater, and most 
of them still stick to their old favorite brands 
of home brew.

There are extensive areas that were dry 
before the adventurous European began his 
world-wide career of trade and conquest, 
rather less than 500 years ago. 

In general, the “primitive fringe,” the peo 
ples who knew not agriculture or herding, were 
teetotalers before the white man handed them 
his dangerous flask. And in among the more 
civilized peoples in Africa and Asia there were 
little islands of savages—possibly fragments of 
almost-eliminated aboriginal populations—who 
were also strangers te fermented drinks. 

And perhaps oddest of all, there was one 
extensive area where agriculture was practiced, 
yet where the people had neither beer nor wine. 
That was the territory that is now the United 
States of America, now busily engaged in end- 
ing its second bone-dry era.

There were a few wet spots in 
the country in the old Indian 
days, but «hey were not im- 
portant. The anomaly stands: a 
native population civilized 
enough to raise corn and make 
clay pots, yet which had not 
learned to put the one in the 
other, pour on water and let na- 
ture take its course. 

The brown-skinned Polyne- 
sians of the South Sea Islands, 
too, were apparently drys in pre- 
exploration days; though they 
have learned a trick or two 
-ince. Their agriculture, how- 
ever, was much more happy-go- 
lucky than that of the Indians 
of the American corn-raising 
area, which took in practically 
all of the country east of the 
Great Plains and south of the 
Great Lakes area, including al- 
so what is now the Province of 
Ontario in Canada.

Certainly chicha, the corn 
beer of the Mexican, Central 
American and South American 
Ind:ans, must have had a sepa- 
rate birth from that of the bar- 
ley and wheat beers of the Med- 
iterranean basin and Ewrope. 
Anthropologists are now pretty 
well agreed that the inhabitants 
of North and South America 
came in by way of the Bering 
Straits region before agriculture 
was known to them. 


df ieng native drinks produced 
various parts of the 
world at the beginning of the 
modern epoch were many and 
various, but the ones most wide- 
ly used number about seven. 

One of these is kumiss, a 
drink made by the nomadic 
tribes of interior Asia from the 
fermented milk of mares and 
camels. Even the idea seems 
queer and unappetizing to our 
imaginations, but the dwellers in 
the felt tents like the stuff, and 
count among their most valued 
possessions the great jars in 
which they keep it and the cups 
from which they drink it. 

The other six beverages are 
all of vegetable origin, and are 
enjoyed in the main by peoples 
of more strictly settled and agricultural habits. 
Naturally, each people learned to use the plants 
it raised or found abundantly in its own neigh- 
borhood. 

Thus we find the beer grains usually identi- 
cal with the bread grains: barley and wheat in 


the Egyptian-Asia .Minor-European culture 
area, corn in America south of the Rio Grande, 
rice from India to Japan, millet in Central 
Africa. Thus also we find grape wine originat- 
ing in and spreading from the native land of the 
wine-type grape, which is perhaps the hill coun- 
try of Asia Minor. 

In northern Europe and central Africa, 
where there were plenty of wild bees in early 
times, men learned to dilute and then ferment 
their honey to make mead. 


N the tropics, African, Indo-Asian and to 

some extent South American, the sugary sap 
of palm trees ferments quickly in the favoring 
heat into palm wine. 

In India at lea i, 
merely shin up a palm tree, cut out the central 
bud, leaving a cup-shaped depression, which 
quickly fills with the juice. Next day they shin 
up again, with a straw. Maybe they come 
down sober, maybe not. 

That about completes the list of the world’s 
favorite drinks, as they stood before the rest- 
less white man began to mix them: kumiss, beer, 
wine, mead, rice wine palm wine, chicha. And 
they are all older than history: there is no write 
ten record of the origin of any of them. 

On the contrary, in the lore of almost every 
people, some god »r other is credited with their 
invention. Needless to say, that god is always 
a tavorite. Roman youths swore by Bacchus. 
And the Mexican Irdians ‘credited the god of 
their chicha with bringing to his appreciative 
children on earth nineteen separate recipes for 
home brew on a single visit! 

When the literature of a people credits a 
god with the beginnings of an art or an inven- 
tion, it is a pretty good sign of prehistoric origin. 

Either the wise king or clever priest who first 
put it across is given divine honors (as Imhotep, 
Egyptian designer of pyramids and pioneer 
physician, is said to survive in the Greek god 
Aesculapios), or else the legend is a way of 
dodging the humiliating admission “‘We don't 
know.” 

Certain it is that the oldest written docu- 
ments, both in Egypt and Babylonia, treat of 
brewing as an already universally established 
and highly elaborated art. Not even America, 
with its 3.2, can boast more brews than Babe 
lon knew in her beeriest days. The Babylo 
nians and their neighbors had literally scores of 
separately named kinds of beer.

[se public for years has been curious—and mysti- 
fied—about the private life of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
America's foremost money baron. That curiosity was 
intensified many fold when this strangely shy and yet 
all-powerful individual was ordered to Washington to 
testify before the special Senate banking inquiry into 
his finances.

head on a massive body, tilted back his 

chair and laughed during the Senate 
banking inquiry at Washington, that laugh went 
around the world. 

The surprising thing to observers and to the 
public was that Morgan seemed to be having a 
good time. His good humor, his intense interest 
in the swirl of words and events about him, 
seemed inconsistent with the popular picture of 
an autocratic, austere head of one of the most 
powerful financial organizations in the world. 

The simple fact is that this unexpected con- 
tact with the Government and with individuals 
previously outside his ken was a great adventure. 
Like all people in the midst of a new adventure 
he was excitedly happy. This may seem a cryptic 
statement, but any real understanding of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan’s everyday existence makes it 
readily understandable and logical. 

For the first time since he left college days 
behind him, Morgan had come out of a cloistered 
existence to view a world to which he had been. 
so long a stranger. A glimpse into any one day 
in his life in the past twenty years reveals a 
strangely montonous consistency. 

True enough, he traveled frequently abroad 
on ocean liners or on his own magnificent yacht, 
the “Corsair; he enjoyed the intimate friend- 
ship of kings, Presidents and the Pope at Rome; 
he had the confidence of mighty men of finance 
and industry. He had—as he still has—five great 
estates, three in Great Britain, two in America. 

Yet his world experiences and his association 
with perhaps the most important people of the 
earth has been so regulated and methodized that 
he might be compared, incongruously, with a 
very rich child whose every movement is jeal- 
ously watched by a vast corps of guardians. 

It is a paradoxical thing that, although Mor- 
gan. is one of the best-known names on earth, he 
is probably the least understood. 

For that matter, the entire Morgan dynasty 
of today is something of a mystery. 

The public has heard, of course, about Anne 
Morgan, ‘J. P.’s” sister—white-haired, vigorous 
Anne, whose life has been devoted quietly but 
intensively to numerous charities. . But it takes 
diligent research to find in newspaper files any 
mention at all of Morgan’s two other sisters— 
Louisa, now Mrs. Herbert L. Satterlee, the most 
engaging and powerful leader of New York’s 
smart Beekman Place colony, and Mrs. Morgan 
Hamilton, of No. 1 Sutton Place, the rival East 
River sector of the ultra-fashionables. © 

In the same way, the public knows hardly 
anything at all about Morgan’s children. During 
the Senate hearing at Washington the name of 
his eldest son, Junius Spencer Morgan, appeared 
in the newspapers, as did his photograph. 

But there are other children. There is his 


brother, Henry Sturges Morgan, whose interest in 


yachts is perhaps greater than his interest in the 
bulls and bears of Wall Street. There are two 
Sisters of Junius and Henry—Mrs. Paul G. 
(Frances Tracy) Pennoyer, of No. 11 East 36th 
Street and Locust Valley, and Mrs. George Nor- 
ton (Jane) Nichols, of No. 108 East 37th Street. 

The story of this family—Morgan’s sisters 
and children—is an engrossing one. It presents 
a picture of curiously clashing personalities and 
interest, and deserves fuller consideration Jater.

almost to the point of shyness. This is strange 
when one recalls the flaming personality of 
Morgan’s father, the first J. Pierpont; his grand- 
father, Junius Spencer Morgan, who did much to 
Jaunch the. family on the highway of financial 
power, or Morgan’s great grandfather, John Pier- 
pont, a wild-eyed radical who divided his time 
between denouncing ‘‘money-changers” .and 
preaching spiritualism. 

To understand fully the private life of the 
present head of the House of Morgan there is 
little to be gained in studying the lives of his 
antecedents, even his father. 

For the lives of J. Pierpont Morgan today and 
of his father present nothing but contrasts. Only 
in the matter of money is there a parallel, for, 
as we shall see Jater—indeed, as the public real- 
ized during the first. inquiry at Washington 
recently—the living Morgan has wielded as vast 
an influence as did his father. 

But there the similarity ends. We must go 
back to “J. P.’s’” schooldays to get a basic under- 
standing of his habits and interests. Like Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, he went to Groton 
and then, at the age of 18, entered Harvard. 
He was not a brilliant student. 

His chief interest as a youth, however, was 
in football, rowing and sailing. That is reflected 
in his enthusiasms today. He always attends, if 
in this country, the Harvard-Yale football games. 
Not even an important financial conference can 
keep him from it. But he has never been to a 
baseball game since he left college. He has never 
seen a horse race and—ironic thought!—he is 
opposed to betting. He detests boxing.

When Morgan’s fiery father died in 1913 in 
Rome, there was nothing to suggest that the suc- 
cessor to the House of Morgan was prepared to 
sustain its influence. But the war came along a 
year later and the firm grew in power. In fact, 
it has been said that Morgan practically “ran” 
the World War. 

That has nothing to do with his everyday life 
but it is significant for this reason: it suddenly 
changed Morgan’s character. Whereas he had 

een generally known as “Jack” Morgan to his 
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PARIS. 


HE fall of the American dollar in Europe 
worked no greater hardship on that entire 
Continent than it did upon American stu- 

dents in Paris. These young women and men, who 
had gone to the French capital in high hope of 
tutelage and achievement in the arts or sciences. 
found themselves in the straits of desperation. 

Disillusion and privation were their portion—and fre- 
quently these ended in suicide. A few of them, desperate.

One of the conspicuous tragedies was that of Mary 
McGranahan and Dr. Ernst J, Watzl, both of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Each of them was married and had children, but 
when they fell in love they deserted their families and fled 
together to Paris. She was twenty, his typist and a model’ 
he was forty, a chemist. They hoped their talents an 
what money they could take with them would provide 
livelihood in the French capital. ves5 

But Paris rapaciously swallowed them, as it did many 
others. They had not reckoned upon the falling dollar, 
thinking of it, instead, in its terms back home. So, heed- 
less, they leaped into the luring gaieties of Paris, believing 
that tomorrow would bring the return upon which they 
had so thoughtlessly counted. 

And then came a day when disillusionment and des- 
peration faced them. Only a few dollars of their money 
were left. Tomorrow had come—and gone. Thus, with 
Paris as a mocking symbol of their defeat, they journeyed 
to Vienna, the home of Watzl’s forebears, and there, in a 
hotel, ended their lives by shooting. 

Upon the bureau in their room wes a note written by 
the girl: ‘‘Tell them in Cleveland that Mary McGranahan 
is dead”. Watzl had already posted a letter to New York 
saying that unless he died that very day his wife in Cleve- 
land would lose the insurance on‘his life. And that was 
all. Their tragic adventure had lasted only four months.

His chauffeurs are trained 
to drive not more than 20 
miles an hour. Any chatlf- 
feur who exceeds that 
speed may as well resign. 
Sometimes he has driven 
in the cars of his friends 
—but not often. For if the 
chauffeur drives beyond 
20 miles an hour Morgan 
will get out and telephone 
for his own car. 

His favorite form of 
traveling is on the sea. 
Yet even in that he is shy 
to the extreme. For years 
he declined to travel on 
the large, luxurious boats 
plying between the United States and Europe. 
He chose cabin ships of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine, founded by his father. 

He prefers, most of all, to travel in his own 
luxurious yacht, the Corsair, at the present time 
laid up because of the depression. Depression? 
Yes, for the Corsair, which cost $2,500,000 to 
build, takes about $500,000 annually to maintain. 

The present Corsair is the fourth built by the 
Morgans, father and son. The first was 254 
feet long and cost $225,000. 

Morgan never planned to entertain on a large 
scale when he built the new Corsair. It has only 
two owner’s suites and five guest suites. But he 
has room for 58 officers and members of the 
crew. The outstanding thing about the yacht is 
that, in spite of its size, 1t was built to make a 
speed of NOT more than 16 knots. 

Morgan never tries to regulate the habits of 
his friends on board his yacht except in one sense: 
They must NOT drink. He happens to be a tee- 
totaler himself. However, ethics, not morals, 
guide him in respect to liquor and his yacht. 
Ethically, Morgan is an anti-prohibitionist. 

How sincere he is about that may be under- 
stood by this incident: He never registered to 
vote in an election since 1918 — yet this year, 
when New York State voted onthe repeal amend- 
ment, Morgan registered and informed intimate 
friends that he would vote WET! 

But to return to J. Pierpont Morgan’s name- 
less fears regarding death or serious injury, re- 
tained since that day he was shot by a fanatic: 
His homes are all heavily guarded. His great 
mansion at No. 231 Madison Avenue, New York, 
is honeycombed with private detectives. Twenty- 
four armed guards, working in four shifts, patrol 
the streets surrounding the estate. As many 
more guard the interior. 

Most of the guards are ex-marines or ex-de- 
tectives. In addition to guarding the house they 
are expected to maintain a secret service system 
with regard to all neighbors. When a man moves 
into a building in the neighborhood, Morgan’s 
men investigate his past. They get a list of all 
his friends, keep tab on the man’s movements. 

Certain guards are detailed to watch all au- 
tomobiles that park in the vicinity of Morgan’s

Conse- 
quently, the curtains 
of the bay windows 
there are constantly 
drawn down. Morgan 
never frequents that 
part of the house. 

The same caution 
is maintained on his 
estate at East Island, 
Glen Cove, Long 
Island. The bridge 
leading from the 
mainland to the lit- 
tle island is guarded 
against all except a 
few select—and 
thoroughly known— 
visitors. Twenty ex- 
marines guard the 
estate, serving in 
eight-hour shifts. 
They are as well 
officered and dnilled 
as the most efficient 
‘“‘army.”’ 

In addition there 
are twenty employes, 
housekeepers, cooks, 
three butlers, five 
gardeners and a su- 
perintendent (James 
Kelly, of Scotland, 
no less). 

Besides this me- 
ticulous preparation. 
against intruders, 
Morgan has seen to 
it that not even air- 
planes shall threaten his peace. He has ob- 
tained from the War and Navy Departments as- 
surance that no Governmént planes may pass 
over his estate. Also, private planes are for- 
bidden to do so, Wings over Glen Cove mean 
trouble to fliers. 

There is not sufficient space in this chapter 
to tell of the routine of Morgan’s life, It is not, 
in spite. of the glamor of his- name; an excit- 
ing one. When he is in town he has breakfast 
in the library— with a close friend or business 
acquaintance. He goes to the office and there 
he remains. until sometimes as Jate as 7 o’clock. 
He has Juncheon in‘his office. Usually he dines 
at home, often alone. 

He retires at about 9:30 o’clock, but not to 
go to sleep. He lies in bed, smokes a cigar and 
reads mystery stories—his favorite diversion. His 
favorite mystery character, by the way, is Bull- 
dog Drummond.

cleanliness. but to that end 
most important. Whether it be 
summer or winter, with conifers. 
broad leaved evergreens or deridu- 
ous plants because with whatever 
plant we may have and in what- 
ever season it may be. we must 
trim out all of the dead, broken o: 
diseased branches. 
Disease and insects both delicht 
in having a comfortable decaved 
or partially decayed location in 
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which to rest over awhile, and 
these useless parts of the plants 
furnish just such a place where 
thev await a favorable opportunity 
to spread their deadly havoc and 
destruction to other parts of the 
ame plant or to nearby neighbor- 
nz piants. In many cases the eggs 
of insects or spores of dis- 
ease are actually stored in just 
such protective situations for 
crowth and maturity. 

So. pruning is quite 
throughout the veer for 
for no other reason: 

We learned back in the winter 
fhat- more or less moderate prun- 
ing caused, as quickly as spring 
opened the season of growth, ‘an 
outburst of fresh vigor in the 
pliant, Sucea as may be had from 
applications of manure 
and fertilizer. 

It must be kept in mind in all 
dealings with plants, that there is 
an even balance between the tops 
and the consequently 
when we cut back top growth we 

mulate the plant to throwine 

new growth to replace it and 

‘iv such bold effort on the 

the tons. husties activity 

below the surface. too. which, all 

in sll, results in a better and finer 

specimen. Of course, this does not 

displace proper feeding and care, 

but naturally coes hand in hand 

with fertilization and cultivation, 

to 6pproducing healthy, vigorous 
erowth. 

An old theory stated that prun- 
ing Gecreased the vitality of the 
plant, but such is not the case, 
with the possible exception of 
some very few plants, like grapes, 
that bleed very profusely if prun-

ing is done while the sap is run- 
ning. 

It can positively-be said here 
that practically all of our common 
shrubs and trees may be safely 
pruned in summer, and that this 
pruning will act as a direct 
stimulus to their growth. 


The third reason for pruming is - 


for the purpose of training the 
plant. 

Thus’ with 
shrubs _ that 
open tops. 


some trees and 
thrive better with 
allowing sunshine to 
penetrate through to the inner 
branches, we must thin out the 
outer ones to make it possible. 

Then we strive with many of 
our broad leaved evergreens and 
practically all of our conifers to 
keep them in shapely bounds, 
some round or globe-shaped, some 
pvramidal, other columnar and so 
on, with the various’ desired 
shapes. 

Now, in orde= to maintain these 
shapes with strong, vigorous 
rlants we must prune several 
times during the summer or rapid 
erowth period. 

This pruning not only keeps the 
Mants loo-ing neat and attractive, 
but tends to thicken them where 
there may be thin places along 
the sides. 

Of course, each different kind 
of plant requires a little different 
type of pruning according to the 
purpose we have in mind and ac- 
cording to the natural habits of 
the plants. 

Roses constitute one of the 
largest plant groups with which 
we have to deal, and so when we 
consider them we are speaking the 


language of thousands who love 
them and grow them. 

Judicious pruning of roses in 
summer. besides taking out the 
very old. the dead. diseased and 
broken branches, consists of keep- 
ing the top rather open and airy, 
avoiding in so far as_ possible, 
branches that cross and thereby 
rub and chafe each other. Also, 


as each flower is cut, if we leave 
at least two good eves on the re- 
maining uncut portion we shall 
have two new flowering branches 
where there was but one before. 
With the various seasonal flow- 
ering climbing roses, the summer 
pruning is the most important and 
should be done within a reason- 
able time after flowering, in order 
that lots of new growth be made 
before dormant season again. This 
new growth is the flowering wood 
of next spring, so far large num- 


bers of blooms and for them to be 
placed over the breakfast’ room 
window or on the _ side porch 
trellis, or whatever we so desire, 
we must prune out the shoots ex- 
cept those running in the desired 
direction. and so train them to the 
location we wish. 

With out leciduous shrubs, 
cummer pruning is resorted to to 


keep them in bounds, and with 
the early flowering sorts such as 
forsythia and the fragrant bush 
honeysuckle, it induces new 
growth which flowers next spring. 

Our broad leaved evergreens, 
being naturally of more slow 
growth, require but little more 
than sanitary pruning. 

Extra vigorous branches shoot 
up now and then that must be 
cut back to a reasonable length 
to maintain the dignity and beau- 
ty of the plant, and when we stop 


to consider that the broad leaved 
evergreens are the very backbone 
of our home plantings then we 
readily see the importance of han- 
dling them intelligently. 


The most refreshing part of the 
entire landscape plan is that play- 
ed by the shade trees, and I’m 
unhappy in saying that these 
beautiful joygiving members are 
usually those very badly neglected 
not only from the standpoint of 
pruning, but from fertilization and 
care in general. 

Proper pruning of these cool 
companions will oftentimes save 
them from disease and decay that 
in time is apt to either destroy 
the tree or else require the serv- 
ics of expert tree surgeons to save 
them. 

Too much attention thus can- 
not be given our true friends, the 
trees. 

In closing, we consider the lawn, 
not because it is the least import- 
ant part of our landscape picture, 
but because we are generally more 
attentive to its needs than we are 
to the others. 

Pruning is the life of the lawn, 
as you all know, and consists of 
regular weekly clippings or mow- 
ing throughout the growing sea- 
son. 

The principle point in lawn 
making is to force the grass to 
mat or stool out and spread over 
a larger area. This can only be 
done by clean, close clipping at 
regular intervals. 

The only requirement jis that 
the mower be sharp and set prop- 
erly to cut clean and close. Bor- 
ders, walks and under low shrubs 
must be cared for with grass 


shears, as the mower would be 
likely to do too much damage. 

In the practice of all forms of 
pruning, it is vital that the prun- 
ers, whether they be shears, or 
clippers, or mowers or knives. 
must be sharp. The old rules of 
making the cut slanting in char- 
acter and perferably just above 
an outside bud to induce open 
growth, still holds good with the 
branching types of plants. 


Pruning goes hand in hand with 
proper food and moisture supply, 
good drainage and careful cultiva- 
tion for the best interests of the 
plants, to make them not only at- 
tractive specimens within them- 
selves, but too, that they may ful- 
fill their required part in the fin- 
ished landscape picture. 


WHAT TO DO IN AUGUST. 


LAWNS: Mow the lawns each week. 
By promoting stooling and root growth 
by this mowing, the lawn is better 
able to stand the summer drouth. Con- 
stant feeding is always necessary. For 
this purpose try a monthly applica- 
tion of some good commercial fertilizer 
or sheep manure followed by a two- 
hour soaking with the hose. Patch the 
bare spots with a handfuk of seed, 
raked in lightly an soaked. 

BUGS: During the month of August the 
bugs usually have their annual family 
reunion, an it gives us an opportunity 
to kill them in a wholesale manner. 
The bugs that chew the plants, such 
as Mexican bean beetie and potato 
bugs, may be killed by spraying with 
a pyrethrum spray which is not 
poisonous, or with some of the arseni- 
cal sprays such as arsenate of lead 
or caicium arsenate. The sucking in- 
sects, such as aphis, may be killed 
with an application of nicotine sul- 
phate. For the mildews and blights, 
spray the plants—except roses—with 
Bordeaux. For blight and black spots 
on roses use Massey dust. 

PRUNING: It is always time to take 
out all of the dead wood in shrubs, 
fruit and shade trees, as well as an- 
nual plants and perennials,

Justice and Pretty 


Boy Floyd

HARLES (Pretty Boy) 

FLOYD, current holder of 

the title “Most Dangerous 
Man Alive.” appears to be living 
up to the tradition of Oklahoma 
desperadoes. 

He is young. handsome, fearless, 
@ crack shot, and good to the 
poor, 

He has an old mother, back 
home on the farm. who cries over 
him and says, “Charlie was al- 
ways a good boy.” 

He has a devoted wife and a 
son who calls him Daddy and who 
wants to be a doctor. 

He writes postcards to the au- 
thorities. 

And—P. S.—he has killed many 
people, mostly cops. 

It’s been gcing on a long time 
out Oklahoma way. Ever since 
Pretty Boy dove out of a train 
window on his way to prison back 
in May, 1930, he’s been raising hell 
in that region. Specializing in 
bank stickups, he’s sent insurance 
rates skyward. decimated the law 
enforcement agencies of several 
states, effected miraculous escapes, 
and seems on the way to becom- 
ing immortalized with Billy the 
Kid and similar bad bovs of the 
southwest. 

The latest episode was the mas- 
sacre of four peace officers and a 
prisoner at the Kansas City rail- 
road station. He has mailed a 
card to the authorities, saying 
that this wasn’t his doing, but the 
authorities think differently. 

Born on a farm near Sallisaw, 
Okla., some 28 years ago, he mar- 
ried young and began to gather 
a police record when he was 21, 
soon after the honeymoon. Re- 
Jeased after a paymaster holdup, 
he went to St. Louis, where he was 
arrested for highway robbery five 
days after the pay roll job. He 
was sentenced Decembgr 18, 1925, 
to five years in state’s prison. 

In the pen he met Red Lovett, 
a Kansas City criminal. Lovett 
got out in ‘28 and Floyd in ‘29. 
They paired up. Floyd, wh) was 
nicknamed Pretty Boy sometime 
during this period, met plenty of 
other Kansas City criminals, in- 
cluding Wallace and William Ash, 
who were destined before very 
long to fee] his vengeance. 

The embryo desperado was re- 
peatedily picked up and ques- 
tioned, and he decided that some 
one was tipping off the police. 
Once. as he was in the act of 
placing two pistols on a shelf in 
his room near the Ash home, 
police officers broke in, and Pret- 
ty Boy received some rough treat- 
ment in the subsequent session at 
the station house. However, they 
got nothing out of him, and had 
to let him go. 

Deciding that Kansas City had 
become a bit too hot for him, 
Floyd teamed up with Tom Brad- 
lev, a bank robber who had es- 
caped from the Missouri pen; 
Jack Atkins. another hank robber, 
and Marie Maxwell, a Kansas 
City shoplifter. and the quartet 
journeyed to Akron. Ohio, where 
they rented a bungalow and be- 
gan knocking off rural banks at 
a very rapid rate. 

One day in the winter of °29-50, 
as the four of them were driving 
through Akron, they passed a 
stop light and a policeman was so 
reckless as to blow his whistle. 
When the shooting ended, Police- 
man Harland F. Manes was dead. 
The robbers’ car was overtaken 
and all four occupants arrested. 

For this killing Bradlev got the 
electric chair and Atkins got life 
imprisonment. Floyd beat the rap

and

was convicted 
15 vears. 

It was then that the agile 
young man staged his sensational 
escape from a speeding train. His 
guards are still wondering how he 
wasn't killed. 

Back to Kansas Citv, he formed 
a partnership with Bill ‘The 
Killer) Miller, Oklahoma bank 
robber. This was to prove an ex- 
ceedingly active team. However. 
the police again began raiding 
Floyd's haunts in Kansas City, 
$-0-0-0— 

On March 25. 1931, the bodies of 
Wally and Bill Ash were found 
beside a burning car near Kansas 
City. They had been taken for a 
ride and shot to death. Ballistic 
experts later proved that the bul- 
lets which killed them had come 
from Pretty Bov's gun. It is gen- 
erally believed that Floyd rubbed 
them out because thev had been 
trving to put him on the spot for 
the cops. 

Soon after the double murder, 
two robbers and two women in a 
car stuck up a bank at Mt. Zion, 
Kv. The license number of the 
car was traced to Mrs. Rose 
Saunders. divorced wife of Wally 
Ash. That same week they robbed 
a bank at White House, Ohio, 
taking $1.200 in twenties, the 
serial numbers of which = were 
known to the bank. 

When the bills began appearing 
in Bowling Green, Ohio, the po- 
lice of that town sat a watch on 
the stores. One afternoon Chief 
of Police Galliher and Patrolman 
Ralph Gastner saw a car, contain- 
ing two men and two women 
draw up in front of a store. The 
officers saw Prettv Bov Flovd get 
out and approach the store. Gal- 
“se; and Gastner drew their 
guns. 

Floyd, standing in the doorway 
of the store, fired. Miller blazed 
away from the car. Gastner 
was mortally wounded, Miller 
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was killed, Rose Saunders was 
wounded. Flovd threw away one 
of his guns and, as usual, got 
away. 

The other woman was Beulah 
Baird, Rose’s sister. 

The next criminal to have the 
temerity to pair up with Floyd 
was George Birdwell, a former 
Sunday school teacher. 

He and Floyd, following a set 
pattern in all their jobs, knocked 
off bank after bank in Oklahoma. 
Floyd always carried a  sub- 
machine gun, which he could use 
expertly when he had to, and this 
he would wave menacingly as he 
conversed with his victims, while 
Birdwell scooped up all the cash 
in sight. 

Then they would abduct two of 
the bank employes to use as 
shields. In some instances they 
would hold their hostages for 
many hours, but usually released 
them a few miles out of town. 

Pretty Boy put another notch 
in his record on the night of July 
29, 1931. when 15 federal agents 
and eight Kansas City policemen 
raided a building on Independence 
avenue, Kansas Citv, said to be 
the headquarters of a vice syn- 
dicate. Entering a rear room, two 
federal men, Glenn Havens and 
Curtis C. Burks, came upon a 
young man sitting at a table ap- 
parently drunk. 

They frisked him, relieved him 
of two guns, and then discovered 
that he wasn’t as drunk as he 
looked. Pretty Bov (for it was in- 
deed he, as the boys’ books say) 
grabbed one of the guns, killed 
Burks, leaped into a hallway, shot 
a policeman through the neck, 
and—escaped. 

Two months passed with no 
trace of Floyd, despite a hectic 
search for him. On September 29 
he and Birdwell robbed an Okla- 
homa bank, the first of 40 such 
jobs in that region. In all this 
series they used the same black 
car, which was said to be equipped 
with bullet-proof glass and gas 
tank, and to have a machine-gun 
mount in the rear. 

Early in 1932 came the bloodv 
massacre at the Young home near 
Springfield, Mo. Police officers 
surrounded the farmhouse, occu- 
pied by Harry Young, his -brother, 
Jennings Young, and ‘(it was said 
later) Pretty Boy Floyd. The oac- 
cupants turned machine guns on 
the raiders and mowed down 
eicht, six of whom were killed. 

The bandits held off the police 
from early afternoon until night- 
fall and then escaped via a tunnel 
to the near-by woods. Three days 
later the Young brothers killed 
themselves to avoid capture when 
trapped in a cottage in Houston, 
Texas. 

But Floyd carried on. 

Lieutenant Governor’ Robert 
Burns, acting as chief executive 
in the absence of Governor Bill 
Murray. cailed a conference of 
neace officers and added $1,000 to 
the $5,000 already offered for the 
capture of the desperado, dead or 
alive. A day or so after the re- 
ward announcement, Flovd sent 
Burns a postcard from Altus: 

“You either withdraw = that 
$1,000 at once or suffer the con- 
sequences. No kidding. I have 
robbed no cone but moneyed men. 

“FLOYD.” 

(‘How about your murder vic- 
tims, Charlie? Wouldn’t call them 
exactly filthy with money, would 
you?) 

Later he drove into Tulsa. Okla. 
When a car full of cops gave 
chase he broke the rear window 
of his machine and spraved the 
police car with bullets. He dis- 
abled the car, wounded a detec- 
tive, drove his own car two blocks 
down a railroad right of way, and 
—escaped. 

Incidentally, much of his suc- 
cess may be attributed to his 
great driving skill. He has been 
known to drive 75 miles an hour 
through traffic. 

Next episode, two days later. 

The tip had come that Pretty 
Boy was living with his wife and 
son in a bungalow on East Young 
street, Tulsa. Accordingly, at 5 
a. m., February 11, 1932, a flock 
of officers went to the house and 
opened the attack by tossing tear 
bombs through the windows. Ex- 
pecting the response to be a hail 
of bullets. the cops kept under 
cover. But for some time nothing 
happened. 

Then, hark (as they say in the 
story books), what was that? The 
whir of a motor at the rear of 
the house. 

It was Floyd and Birdwell, go- 
ing bye-bve. 

A little later a woman and child 
came out of the bungalow. They 
were trailed to the bus depot and 
then taken into custody. The 
woman said her name was Ruby 
Hamilton and refused to talk. 
The boy, 7-year-old Jackie, was 
shown a picture of Pretty Boy 
Flovd and cried, “Thats my 
daddy!” 

The authorities released Mrs. 
Floyd, but made efforts—not en- 
tirely successful—to keep tabs on 
her. 

In April, 1932, ex-Sheriff E, F. 
Kelly learned that Floyd planned 
to visit his wife at the home of 
her father, Ben Hardgrove. He 
went to the scene with three other 
officers and hid behind the chick- 
en house. At 2 a. m. three of the 
party, according to the story, left 
to get coffee, and soon afterward 
Floyd approached the house in his 
car. Kellv lifted a machine gun 
and—Floyvd got him. 

As Kelly writhed [n his death 
struggle. pumping bullets into the 
ground, Flovd drove through a

out of town, so the pair kidnaped 
Estel Hensen, who happened to be 
riding along on a motorcycle. 
They held him captive for 13 
hours, then let him go. 

In the fall the bank robberies 
were resumed. Birdwell and three 
others stuck up a bank in Boley 
while Flovd removed his wife from 
a hospital in Tulsa. D. J. Turner, 
head of the bank, sounded the 
alarm and Birdwell shot him 
dead. In the gun fight that en- 
sued Birdwell was killed by As- 
sistant Cashier H. C. McCormick. 

Floyd's genius for escape as- 
serted itself again when Jake 
Simms, chief of police at Sem- 
inole, oil town south of Oklahoma 
City, came upon the bandit’s car 
parked in the street. Simms had 
it hauled to his own garage and 
there waited, with gun ready, for 
the fugitive. 

Pretty Boy came but brought a 
colored man with him as a shield. 
He forced the officer to open the 
garage and take the car out. 
“Now hand over your gun,” said 
Flovd. Simms did so and Floyd 
unloaded it and handed it back. 

“Thanks for putting the car in 
the garage for me,” he said, and 
drove off. 

The robberies continued in 1933. 
As usual in such cases, he was re- 
ported seen simultaneously as far 
west as the state of Washington 
and as far east as Albanv, N. Y. 
It was also reported that he had 
hired himself out as an expert 
assassin to the toughest mob in 
Kansas City. 

On June 3 he appeared at a 
dance hall west of Wewoka,; Okla.. 
early in the morning, threatened 
three police officers with machine 
guns, and fled with two compan- 
ions, Later his brother Bradley 
and two pals were arrested at 
Bradley's home near Seminole. 
But as usual Pretty Boy had van- 
ished. 

Next episode in the saga of 
Preity Boy Floyd—June 16. 

On that day he and an associ- 


ate, Adam Ricchetti, stopped at 
Bolivar, Mo., to have their car re- 
paired. Curious townspeople were 
lined up against the wall at pistol 
point. Then Sheriff Jack Killings- 
worth happened along. 

“Here's the law,” 
Ricchetti. 

“Stick 
Flovd. 

Killingsworth obeyed. The ban- 
dits forced him into a car and 
drove off with him. 

Ricchetti was at the wheel, 
Floyd and the officer in the back 
seat. Ricchetti kept drinking, 
which made Killingsworth very 
uneasy. However, after they. had 
traveled about 35 miles, Floyd re- 
placed Ricchetti and the sheriff 
breathed easier. 

“Just show us the right roads 
to take, SBheriff,” said Floyd, “and 
you'll be safe.”’ 

They drove for 500 miles. Once 
the highway patrol almost caught 
up with them. 

“Wave ‘em back, Sheriff,’ said 
Floyd, “or it will be just too bad.” 

Sheriff Killingsworth was very 
happy to comply with this re- 
quest. 

Near Deepwater. Mo., the party 
stopped in a lane. Presently a 
man came along in a car. The 
bandits forced him to stop. 

“Move over,” said Floyd. 

The four drove for some time 
in this car, and then Killings- 
worth and the other captive were 
released.

Four more officers met them at 
the railroad station.

The officers pushed Nash into a 
car.

The 
officers and their captive were 
mowed down, without a chance to 
defend themselves. The spectators 
stood horror-stricken. The killers’ 
car swept across the plaza and 
disappeared. 

Five in all were slain—Nash, 
Chief Reed. Frank Hermanson 
and W. J. Grooms, Kansas City 


detectives, and Raymond J. Caff- 
rey, a department of justice 
agent, Lackey was critically 
wounded. 

In the opinion of Frank Smith, 
a federal agent who escaped that 
murderous fire, the assassins mis- 
took him for Nash. He believed 
they intended to free Nash instead 
of killing him. The question re- 
mains unsolved at this writing. 

As to the identity of the as- 
sassins— 


Mrs. Lottie West, a Travelers’ 
Aid worker, was shown a picture 
of Pretty Boy Floyd and imme- 
diately stated that he was one of 
the machine-gunners. 


“He was about 30, and had a 
round face and ruddy complex- 
ion,’ she said. “He wore a dark 
blue suit, a white shirt, and a 
turned-down Panama hat. I would 
think he weighed nearly 200 
pounds.” 

Her estimate of the weight does 
not coincide with the estimated 
weight of Floyd, which is about 


165 pounds. However, it is pose 
sible he may have taken on a lot 
cf poundage in the last year or 
so. He is the type that would run 
to weight. 

Right in the middle of all the 
discussion of whether or not the 
much-sought desperado had fige 
ured i1 the massacre came a poste 
card from Pretty Boy himself. It 
was addressed to Thomas J. Hig- 
gins, chief of detectives of Kansas 
City, and had been mailed at 7:30 
p. m., June 20, in Springfield, Mo. 
The card read: 

“Dear Sir: I—Charles Floyd— 
want it made known that I did 
not participate in the massacre of 
officers at Kansas City. 

“CHARLES FLOYD.” | 

However, a department of jus- 
tice agent has been murdered. It 
is very unsafe to kill de: tment 
of justice agents. In view cf this, 
somebody ought to drop a card to 
this modern Billy the Kid. The 
message could read simply: 

“It won't be long now, Charlie.”

ACCURATE SLAM BIDDING. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 


s-: Culbertson on Contract :-- 


World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


O BID designed for the ac- 
N curate reaching of slams 

has received such univer- 
sal and immediate acceptance as 
the four-five no-trump conven- 
tion with the corollary of the 
jump trump rebid to show a 
trump suit of unusual strength 
which contains not more than 
one loser. Experts quickly adopt- 
ed these bids because, after all, 
they are perfectly logical and the 
reflection of the expert view of 
the treatment of an unusual bid- 
ding situation. No one had ever 
thought them out in detail until 
I presented them to the bridge- 
playing public last fall; but when, 
after severe tests in actual play, 
they were presented to the pub- 
lic. practically all bridge players 
made them a part of their own 
individual bidding systems. 

The manner in which experts 
use these bids in reaching the 
correct final contract is shown 
on the, hand below, in which 
Samuel Fry Jr. was seated South 
and Walter Malowan, North. The 
event was the team-of-four match 
at contract of the American 
Whist League, played at Hanover, 
N. H., in June.

1—An obvious force. While the 
hand does not have adequate 
trump support for a suit not 
strong enough to rebid, it has 
a good biddable suit and such 
great power in top cards that 
any other bid would be grossly 
misleading. 

2—Showing a nearly solid trump 
suit with not more than one 
loser. 

3—Disclosing two aces and the 
king of a bid suit—in this case 
the diamond king. 

4—At this point South could 
probably quite safely bid seven 
spades at once. However, there 
is no need to hurry as the five 
no-trump bid is forcing. 


5—This bid comes as a matter 
of course, 


In the play the hand presented 
not the slightest difficulty, and, 
as a matter of fact, against al- 
most any defense or any possible 
distribution of the adverse cards, 
a grand slam must be made. The 
only exception that I can imagine 
would be an opening lead ruffed 
by the partner of the leader.

A SPLENDID BUT DYING 
GAME. 
The forty-third annual congress 
of the American Whist League, 
held recently at Hanover, N. H., 


calls attention to the slow death 
of a very fine game-—- the game 
of whist, which was the progenitor 
of the partnership family of 
games including bridge whist, auc- 
tion bridge and contract. In the 
height of its power, the annual 
congresses of the American Whist 
League used to attract men of 
prominence in all the learned 
professions and the _ business 
world. The annual gatherings of 
the old whisters were not only 
replete with sparkling gems of 
play, but were social events of 
major importance because they 
brought together leaders of 
thought from all sections of the 
United States. In this machine 


age those who can be induced to 
learn as complicated a game as 
whist in preference to, or in addi- 
tion to, the scientific but slicht- 
ly more simple game of contract 
are very few in number, and it is 
noticeable at such meetings as the 
American Whist League congress 
that most participants have many 
Silver threads among the gold or 
black or brown. 

One tradition given to the 
world by the old whisters will re- 
main forever, whatever the fate of 
the game. That is the high stand- 
ard of ethics—rules by which gen- 
tlemen should govern themselves 
in all forms of competition. Con- 
tract and auction borrowed the 
standard of ethics of whist, and if 
there have been departures from 
the high standards laid down, 
they have been because the game 
has grown so rapidly that some 
who have never learned the mean- 
ing of good sportsmanship have 
developed skill in the bidding and 
play of the cards. 

I hope that the American 
Whist League will live and pros- 
per for many years. I am sure 
that the spirit which actuated its 
formation and which has govern- 
ed its long and honorable life will 
and should Jast forever.
